This dwarf of pure pumila parentage is a color we have not seen before in the 

dwarfs. The great amount of green along the midrib and at the haft gives a 
. turquoise effect, hence the name. The standards, closed and of good form, are 

in this turquoise color, and the falls are of a soft grape coloring. The falls tuck at 

the very tip but are wide and broad. The heavy beard is white and the flower has 

ample pollen. A two year clump of Wee Turque is a solid mass of bloom, re- 

sembling a corsage.

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS: Iris rhizomes 
should be planted in a sunny, well drained loca- 
tion where they will have at least a half day 
of sunshine. The roots should be spread and 
planted deeply and the rhizome itself should 
be planted about one-half inch below the 
surface of the soil. The soil should be kept 
moist until the plant is well established. Iris 
grow well in any type of soil, However, the 
addition of humus to very heavy soil is desirable. 
Bone meal may be worked into the soil before 
planting or used as a side dressing once a year. 
Since iris multiply rapidly, planting should be 
spaced from 12 to I8 inches apart to allow 
for proper ventilation. Your rhizomes should be 
planted as soon as possible after you receive 
them. If impossible to plant at once, unpack 
and keep in a dry, cool place.
